There are two principal theories 
concerning the historical nature of 
ii. > -nk of Either: one. that It la • 
veritable history; tbe other, that It 
Is a historical romance founded on 
fnrt, like Shak*spenre's Julius Caesar 
and Henry VIII., or like Scott's novel*, 
or II uner - groat epics.

We can best understand Esther by 
mean* of tho*«, part* of bl* hl»tory 
which reveal bis character. Xerxe* 
•t tbe very beginning of bis relgn 
completed tho conquest of Egypt 
which bis fatber Darius bad begun. 
On hi* return he Immediately 
to prepare for the Invasion of 
and especially of Greece. 

Xerxes sought a queen In place of 
the deposed Vasbtl. Tbo one (elect- 
ed from the most beautiful women 
of the empire was Esther, a charming 
Jewess, a descendant of one of the 
exiles, her great-grandfather being 
among those carried captive to Hni.y- 
lon by Nebuchadnezzar In 698. Her 
Hebrew name was Hadassab, tbe 
myrtle, a beautiful and favorite shrub 
In the east. "Esther" mean* "a star," 
and many think It the same as Ishtar 
the Habylonlan equivalent of Venus. 
She must have been quite young at 
the time of her marriage, not over 
15 year*. Four or Ave yei 
and than begin* the tragic *tory of 
Haman. bis rise a* a king'i 

Esther', cousin Mordecal. bis 
to bring vengeance upon tbe wbol* 
Jewish race on Mordecal'* account, 
his success In obtaining a decree 
from the king, throughout hi* empire, 
"to destroy, to kill, unci to causa to 
perish all Jews, both young and old, 
little children, and women, in one 
day." 

Great mourning and terrible dis- 
tress cam* upon the Jews all over 
the empire as they learned of the de- 
cree. Mordecal sent word to Esther, 
now about 20 years old. asking her 
to go to the king and request the de- 
liverance of her people. Esther re- 
plied "Whosoever shall come unto 
the king into lha inner court, who 1* 
not called, there 1* one law of his to 
put him to death. Except auch to 
whom the king ahall hold out tha 
golden acepter." There waa, there- 
fore, a possibility of Esther's reach- 
ing the ear* of the king, but wit It 
the greateat uncertainty a* to how 
•uch a capriclou* king would act, 
especially a* hi* love for her had 
cooled. The mission Mordecal com* 
mltted to Esther wa* one of great 
danger and difficulty. It required tha 
utmost heroism. 

Esther put qn ber royal apparel. 
She was a sensible, practical woman, 
and used her beauty and charm of 
person and of dress to accomplish 
her object. 

She waited for tbe fitting time. 
The king held out the golden sceptre. 
The sign that be received her, and 
that tho most dangerous part of ber 
mission was over.
